Getting Attention 


Nation Accelerates Program 
To Enable It to Expand 


Its Shipments Abroad 


There has been an appreciable 
improvement in the last few years 
in Brazil’s export of ore to the 
steel-making nations of the world, 
especially as regards manganese, 
which has now become a factor 


in Brazilian exports. 


Intensification Plan 
The year 1958 was marked by 
an intensification of effort to in- 
crease iron ore shipments abroad 
so that they might reach eight 
million tons in 1960 and around 
30,000,000 tons by the year 1975, 
when world consumption, accord- 
ing to present estimates, should 
be some 450,000,000 tons annually. 
According to the Ministry of 
Labor, Industry and Commerce, 
which furnishes the data, in 1958 
Brazil exported 2,720,000 tons of 
iron ore as against 3,550,000 tons 
in 1957. The reduction of 830,- 
000 tons has spurred the industry 
to greater activity and, accord- 
ing to this source, a new rate of 
increase in sales abroad is being 
noted.
